It m ust navo pleased the Indians 
iin iiensely to bo employed and paid by tbe United 
States to guard their own conntry. It was a happy 
, thought, too, of General Urd to so employ them, and 
thns get control or tue savage.s and prevent them 
from doing anything rash or m urdering the ad­ 
venturous m iners, which they prooably would 
have done If led by their own chlers. 
w ith ihe 
present amicable undersw ndlug betw een our 
savage and civilized w arriors there la no danger 
of anybody getting m ordered; but If the m iners 
begin to crowd into the Black Hills I rear toe 
truce will soon be iiroken. 
Tuere has not. 1 be­ 
lieve. been a white man m urdered by Indians in the 
SIOUX country since Geooral Sheridan over a year 
ago onlered the troops into the reservations and 
OGcnpted Red Clond and Spotted Tall. Tbe soldiers 
and Indians wore no sooner brought in contact 
with each other than they m ade friends, and each 
party now respects tae otoer. 
Tbe Indians de­ 
pend on the soldiers to keep the wuite men ont or 
their reservaiion, b at ir they find the white men 
are coming In and not «xpadea by the w hite w ar­ 
riors. then It IB likely the savage w arriors wiu try 
tbelr hand at driving tbsm out. With the present 
inflnence or the army 1 beUeve if tbs miners would 
only keep ont for a itttls while and be p atient the 
Indiana could be Indnced to give up the Black 
Hills. Any attem pt at lorce or too mnch basts 
wUl spoil everytbing and lead to a bloody and In­ 
term inable war.

We think we shall never find reason to re­ 
linquish the opinion wo have long held—that 
the editor of a journal who casts unfounded 
aspersions on public officers or private citi­ 
zens is justly amenable to tha law of libel. 
If there arc not penalties for causelc.is attacks 
on character there ought to be. 
We beiieve 
the editor of the Sun ia of tbe same opinion, 
lor he maintained it with groat force of orgu- 
ment against a rlty contemporary two years 
ago. 
If he has slandered Bo#? Shepherd or 
Boss Grant or Boss Anybody wo should be 
willing to see him surrendered, though a 
member of our own profession, to condign 
piiuiKhmcnL 
The tremendous power of tbe 
press to destroy reputations and torture pri­ 
vate feeling ought to be under strong legal as 
well as strong moral restrainL 
Every right 
thinking man regards honor as infinitely 
more precious than life, and an assassin 
of character deserves 
the severest pen­ 
alties which 
the 
law 
can 
iufl’c t 
If 
the Sun has been guilty of wanton libels on 
innocent men we should rejoice in tho inter­ 
est of sound morals aud honorable journalism 
to have it taught a lesson which would impress 
journalists with a just sense of respon-sibililv. 
There are few crimes of deeper turpitude than 
the wanton destruction of character by the 
editors of public journals. 
But editori, Jike other accused persons, 
arc entitled to the protection of the law. 
It 
is one of their duties to expose public corrup­ 
tion; and w hen, in tho dischnige of this duty, 
they incur tha hostility of powerful men, 
tho law should protect them so long as they 
act from honorable motives. 
Mr. Dana’s
